Even Jimmy Carter saw moving lights in 
the sky - v^ich turned out to be Venus 


► Thrilling science fiction tales of 
aliens from .space fuelled the 
imagination of a war-vveary. fan¬ 
tasy-starved public. Combined 
with Cold War paranoia, the 
UFO culture impressed itself on 
the national subconscious, where 
it has remained ever since. 

Today, despite the fact that 
there is absolutely no hard evi¬ 
dence that the earth has ever 
received visitors from an alien 
civilisation, the results of several 
American surseys indicate that 
the majority of people are con¬ 
vinced that UFOs exist. A 
Gallup poll published in 1991 
showed that 13 per cent of 
Britons - more than five million 
adults - had seen what thev 
thousht was a UFO. Even an 


American president claims a 
sighting. 'Twenty years ago. 
Jimmy tarter, then the governor 
of Georgia, was visiting a local 
Lions club when he an^ others 
saw a mysterious light low in the 
west. As Carter described it. the 
light appeared at a distance of 
300 to 1000 metres. It changed 
colour, moved closer and then 
away again, becoming as big 
and bright as the moon before 
finally moving off. “I’l! never 
make fun of people who say 
they've seen unidentifled objects 
in the sky. " he told the press. 

Carter's sighting was hailed by 
UFO believers as powerful sup¬ 
port for their case. On further 
investigation, it emerged as a 
telling example of how fragile 


the testimony of even the most 
distinguished witness can be. 
When Carter reported the sight¬ 
ing in 1973. over four years after 
the event, he recalled the date as 
October 1969. Robert Sheaffer. 
a critical UFO investigator, 
checked Lions Club records and 
found the true dale was 6 Janu¬ 
ary. nine months earlier. The 
brilliant planet Venus lay low in 
the west-south-west that night, 
just where Carter had .seen his 
UFO. Had a UFO been visible 
as well as Venus. Carter should 
have seen two brilliant objects 
in the same direction. 

“Mr Carter is in good com¬ 
pany in misinterpreting Venus as 
a UFO." Sheaffer says diplomat¬ 
ically.

Mr Kingwell eventually went to 
bed with the lights still motionless 
some distance towards the edge of 
the moors. 

He said; *I don’t really like report¬ 


ing things like this because everyone 
tends to rhink you’re a nut." 

John Spencer, of Bufora, said: 
“The interesting point is the length 
of time it was seen motionless. It is 
highly imlikely an aeroplane or heli¬ 
copter would hover for 30 minutes. 

“However, until we get an invest- 
irator down there I cannot comment 
forther,’ 

Mr Spencer said that he would no¬ 
tify the local investigator, who would 
pursue the sighting. 

Unexplained 

He said: “The majority of sightings 
are explainable but some, and tma 
may be one, are simply classed as 
true UFOs.’ 

Bufora never classes true UFO 
sightings as possible visits by alien 
beings in flying saucers but leaves 
them classed simply as unexplained. 

Meanwhile, Mr Pope said that he 
would eventually expect to receive a 
full report on the Comwood sighting.

other vital organs were all missing 
and these items were all removed 
with lazer-like equipment.” 

And accordmg to Chris, no drugs 
were found inside the bull while 
lazer has only been used in surgery 
in the last ten years. Yet. he says, 
there have been approximately 
20,000 of these cases recorded since 
the early 1970s across the world. 

B ut the icing on the cake 
for Chris came when he 
visited Ed and Frances 
Walters of Florida, USA.

“It was round, ^ort of saucer-shaped, 
with a raised bit in the centre. It was 
white with small but bright red lights at 
the bottom. 

“None of us had jeen anything like it 
before. It wasn't ani-thing like a plane or 
helicopter, because ‘licre wasn't any noise. 
It was completely silent.’ 

Mr Bannister said that both he and bis 
friends were doubiful, at first, about the 
authenticity of the object. 

Convinced 

But closer examination convinced all of 
them that it was something special. 

“It was changim; shape and we could 
only think it was some kind of spaceship." 

A previous sighting of what looked like 
a UFO turned out to be an iUuminated 
balloon, advertising a national newspaper. 
But, says Mr Bannister, what he saw bore 
no resemblance whatever to a balloon. 

“It was the wrong shape and it moved 
more deliberately than a balloon would. 

“A balloon would move according to the 


wind or currents of air," he said. 

Another reader, Imran Majid, of Beau¬ 
mont Road, Leyton, attempted to record 
the TJFO’ on his video camera. But the 
result was a barely distinguishable, light- 
coloured round object. 

“It moved quite slowly, almost seemed to 
hover over the Chingford part of the bor¬ 
ough. 

‘Weird’ 

“It didn’t make any sound at all - in 
fact, it was quite weird, seeing it Boat by.'’ 

Mr Majid, too, is convinced be and ^ 
friends saw something special. 

The Guardian spoke to UFO investiga¬ 
tor Roy Lake, whose team - based in 
Barking - holds regular public meetings 
to discuss sightings. 

He plans to hold bis next session in 
Ingatestone Road, Walthamstow, this 
autumn, where the group has met before. 

■We have had a number of reports about 
Saturday light’s UFO and it could well be 
that the object had something to do with 
the unusually hot weather, maybe causing 
atmospheric interference. 

“People have reported all kinds of reac¬ 
tions. My secretary described pains in her 
ear and down her side which disappeared 
when the UFO moved out of sight." 

Mr Lake and his team would be pleased 
to hear from anyone who experienced odd 
reactions to the sighting.

Sightings

REPORTED UFO sightings in 
Humberside are on the increase, 
according to local experts.

‘UFOs - The Final Answer?' by 
teaching student Therese Barclay and 
her father, David, is a comprehensive 
investigation of UFO phenomena 
which does not shy away from offering 
possible explanations. 

Although the birth of science fiction 
and 'flying saucers' is a recent de¬ 
velopment, reports of strange flying 
objects are as old as man himself, 

.indent Sanskrit scriptures are filled 
with detailed descriptions of 'dancing 
suns' and ‘pearls In the sky' and 
stories of gods who travelled In flying 
craft Into the heavens. Strange, UFO 
phenomena are mentioned In the 
•ihglo Saxon Chronicles and through¬ 
out hlstorj’ the classic 'flytng saucer' 
t.vpe craft appears Inexplicably in 
many works of art. 

Explanations of UFOs are many 
•ind varied. From the obvious aircraft 
or satellites to mirages and planetary 
movements, 90 per cent of all UFO 
reports have detectable natural 
causes but there remain a number 
tnat cannot be explained. 

"Many people who see something 
strange are often scared to come 
forward and report it because of the 
fear of ridicule and the social stigma 
of claiming to have seen a UFO," said 
Therese, who claims to have seen 
three lights hovering in the sky on the 
West Yorkshire moors which, follow¬ 
ing Investigations with nearby 
airports, were classed as 'uniden¬ 
tified.' 

"I’ve had a few strange looks when 
I've talked about UFOs and many 
people are frightened of being labelled 
loopy hut people who thought that a 
flight to the moon was possible were 
thought of as loopy at the time.

By writing the book with ne.- father, 
who has studied UFOs smee ne first 
saw one as a boy more than js years 
ago, Therese hopes to set the subject

"We always look for Iht .'attonal 
first but there are alwaj’s a number 
that do not fit ani' explanations and 
then the subject becomes rather tan¬ 
talising," said Therese. 

"Trying to understand UFOs could 
yield answers to many other unex¬ 
plained phenomena and, just as 
Galileo was disgraced for his \1ews. If 
ufology was taken seriously It could 
change our perception of the world we 
live in."

Doug Cooper. 56, a retired

nary passed across the coun- 
mt' 

“Hud 1 not got police wit¬ 
ness reports of the object 
being very close to them I 
would have dismissed it as 
being a natural phenome¬ 
non or space debris coming 
tnrough the atmosphere. 

"Bu! people over a large 
area are .saying something 
similar came in hi^h and 
last at the same time." 

Mr Cooper, a shopping 
centre manager at Taunton, 
IS an investigator with the 
British UFO Association 
and founder of the Devon 
UFO Research .Association. 

He ha.= been interested in 
tile subject for 4(1 years and 


investigating seriously for 
four years. 

Police in Devon have an 
arrangement to tell him of 
unusual sightings, and since 
the UFO appeared he has 
also receiv^ reports from 
other nightworkers. 

“1 had a call right from 
the beginning and when I 
contacted the police control 
at Exeter ihay said the re¬ 
ports were coming in fast 
and furious." he said. 

“It crossed South Wales, 
where police officers wat¬ 
ched it cross the Bristol 
Channel. 

Stationary 

".A sei'geant and constable 
at Lynton said it went over 
their heads at about 1.000 
feet and described it as huge 
because of the distance be¬ 
tween its two lights. 

"It was then seen by po¬ 
lice officers in the Liskeard 
area, one of whom said it 
was stationary for a few sec¬ 
onds before it traversed 
across to East Devon and 
Somerset. 

"A tnan near the Dorset 
border felt it was going to 
land ^cause it disappeared 
behind a hill. 

"It was also seen near 
Minehead by a man back 
from holiday driving home 
from Bristol Airport. 

“Finally, several elver fish¬ 


ermen on the River Parrett 
described an enormous 
black object shaoed like a 
catamaran, near St Ives."
